1 . The subject-matter of claim 1 is not inventive. 

Document D5, which is taken as being the closest prior art shows, a method of 
reading using a reading aid (see abstract and fig 1) including a handle part which 
is adapted to be gripped manually at a location spaced from text to be read, and a 
cursor part being attached to the handle part, the cursor part being positionable by 
manipulating the handle part to indicate a part of a line of the text being read, the 
method including moving the cursor part along the line and/or down the text 
during reading to indicate successive words or groups of words, whilst 
manipulating the handle part whilst the cursor part is maintained generally flat 
against the text. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known method in that the handle 
part and the cursor part are attached by a joint which permits the handle part to be 
moved relative to the cursor part during reading. 

The problem to be solved may be regarded as being to provide a method of 
reading using a reading aid where the handle part of the aid may be moved out of 
the line of sight of the reader.

The solution given in claim 1 is not regarded as inventive as it is an obvious 
design choice for the skilled person to provide the handle part being movable with 
respect to the cursor part. 

2. The subject-matter of claim 7 is also not inventive as the method shown in D5 
shows the text being printed text. 

3. The subject-matter of claims 19 and 24 is not inventive for the same reasoning as 
in point 1 . above. 

4. The subject-matter of claim 27 is not new. It is well known in the art to provide 
computers with means to display cursors which indicate a word or group of words 
being read, an example of this is the karaoke machine. 

It is also known from D6 to provide a computer programmed to aid reading, there 
being means to display on a display screen of the computer concurrently with 
displaying on the display screen text to be read, a cursor, and the computer being 
programmed to position the cursor to indicate a word or group of words of the line 
of the text being read and to move the cursor along the line during reading 
successively to indicate words (see page 3, lines 4-9). 

It is also known from D3 to provide a TV system performing the function claimed 
in claim 27. It would be obvious for one skilled in the art to modify D3 by using a 
computer system, instead of a TV system. 

5. The subject-matter of claim 33 is also not new, it is well known to operate a 
computer according to claim 27 by moving a cursor relative to text to be read on a 
display screen successively to indicate words or groups of words of a line of a text 
to be read (see, for example, D6). 

6. The subject-matter of claims 28-31 and 34 is not considered to be inventive as the 
features contained in these claims are all well known modifications, which one 
skilled in the art of textual representation would combine with the computer of D6.

1 . The subject-matter of claim 1 is not inventive. 

Document D5, which is taken as being the closest prior art, shows a method of 
reading using a reading aid (see abstract and fig 1) including a handle part which 
is adapted to be gripped manually at a location spaced from text to be read, and 
a cursor part being attached to the handle part, the cursor part being positionable 
by manipulating the handle part to indicate a part of a line of the text being read, 
the method including moving the cursor part along the line and/or down the text 
during reading to indicate successive words or groups of words, whilst 
manipulating the handle part whilst the cursor part is maintained generally flat 
against the text. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known method in that the handle 
part and the cursor part are attached by a joint which permits the handle part to 
be moved relative to the cursor part during reading. 

The problem to be solved may be regarded as being to provide a method of 
reading using a reading aid where the handle part of the aid may be moved out 
of the line of sight of the reader. 

The solution given in claim 1 is not regarded as inventive as it is an obvious 
design choice for the skilled person to provide the handle part being movable with 
respect to the cursor part. 

2.1 1 The subject-matter of claim 2 is also not inventive as the handle part of D5 is thin 
(see figure 1). 
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2.2 The subject-matter of claim 7 is also not inventive as the method shown in D5 
shows the text being printed text. 

2.3 The subject-matter of claim 9 is not inventive as it is obvious to provide a cursor 
with a length greater than two words of average length of the text. 

3. The subject-matter of claims 1 9 and 24 is not inventive for the same reasoning as 
in point 1 . above. 

4. The subject-matter of claim 27 is not new. It is well known in the art to provide 
computers with means to display cursors which indicate a word or group of words 
being read, an example of this is the karaoke machine. 

It is also known from D6 to provide a computer programmed to aid reading, there 
being means to display on a display screen of the computer concurrently with 
displaying on the display screen text to be read, a cursor, and the computer being 
programmed to position the cursor to indicate a word or group of words of the line 
of the text being read and to move the cursor along the line during reading 
successively to indicate words (see page 3, lines 4-9). 

It is also known from D3 to provide a TV system performing the function claimed 
in claim 27. It would be obvious for one skilled in the art to modify D3 by using a 
computer system, instead of a TV system. 

5. The subject-matter of claim 33 is also not new, it is well known to operate a 
computer according to claim 27 by moving a cursor relative to text to be read on 
a display screen successively to indicate words or groups of words of a line of a 
text to be read (see, for example, D6). 

6. The subject-matter of claims 28-31 and 34 is not considered to be inventive as the 
features contained in these claims are all well known modifications, which one 
skilled in the art of textual representation would combine with the computer of D6.
